Mrs. Dem ­ 
ing said, “ While the world w ads 
on the anxious m aneuvers of dip­ 
lomats, life on the fam iliar level 
of hearth and home continues 
with

* d e s . ” 
The countries she chose to dis­ 
cuss are Pakistan, Equitorial Af­ 
rica, 
Mexico, 
France, 
Egypt. 
England, Nationalist China, and 
Czechoslovakia. 
Since the good earth is the 
common denominator of exist­ 
ence, Mrs. Deming told of the 
fa rm life in these countries. She 
s a id : 
f “ On the farm the woman is the 
undisputable ruler of the kitchen 
w hether it is a sun baked village 
in the valley of the Nile "*or a 
farm in Iowa. 
“ It is a farm wife's duty to 
arise early and light the fire and 
in all nine countries the wives 
are up at 6 30. In Egypt the farm 
wife bakes a sort of bread in a 
clay over, in Czechoslovakia in a 
wood stove while the wife in P a ­ 
k ista n in a simple mud veranda 
roofed with reed* to keep out the 
scorching sun. 
In F rance the kitchen serves 
as a dining room and a bed 
room. A stove without a chimney 
serves the Mexican country wo­ 
m an and Equatorial African wo­ 
m en cook on out of doors stoves, 
very crude and 
m ade out of 
rocks. The Englishwoman has a
